Achird thing commendable in a Magiſtrate is Di/- 
erction, termed of Bernard, moderatrix, matey & anriga 
virtutum, the moderatour, the mother and guide of 
mens manners, and fpecially ofthe Magiſtrare, Foras 
a Coach-man doth not alwatesdrivetighe forward,nor 
keepe alwayes one pace, but mult ſometime ſtay,ſom. 
time turne, ſometime driue ta(ter and ſomerimeſlower, 
as the wayes doe ſcrue, and as he feerh his horſes arca- 
blero endure,' cuenſo neither mult a Magi trate keeps 
alwaies one direct courſe, nor in all cauſes carty him- 
ſelfe alikero all men, burmuſt many times conforme 
himſelfto the divers diſpoſitions of diuers men,accor- 
diog tothe diverſity of their differenthumours.
